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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art fails to 
teach a method for adaptively writing magnetic memory cells comprising providing a logical data 
block along an easy-axis magnetic field generating conductor; writing to the magnetic memory 
cells using a minimum current level; sensing the magnetic memory cells; incrementing the 
current level if writing not successful; and repeating writing and sensing the magnetic memory 
cells, as claimed in method claim 1 , and as called for in similar embodiments recited under 
different scopes in method claims 8 and 14. Independent method claim 12 further recites steps 
of writing magnetic memory cells comprising determining a write current threshold; and 
addressing and writing selected magnetic memory cells with the write current threshold, which is 
lacked from prior art 's teaching.
